About  twenty  representatives  from 
different  boroughs  throughout  the  State 
met  last  Saturday,  at  Trenton,  and  dis¬ 
cussed  needed  State  legislation  for  bor- 
Y|ayor  Robert  S.  Rudd,  of  Glen 
Ridge,  presided.  The  result  of  the 
meeting  was  the  appointment  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  seven  to  leeeive  .complaints 
and  suggestions  f.0111  the  different  boi- 
ijhs  and  use  these  as  the  basis  for 
formulating  a  bill.  This  bill,  when  pre- 
l>ared,  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Revision  of  Borough 
Law*  appointed  by  the  Governor  last 
.piling.  Tbe  committee  will  hold  a 
meeting  January  9.h.  to  consider  sug¬ 
gestions  for  the  proposed  bill,  which  will 
be  drawn  and  submitted  at  a  meeting  to 
[  called  for  January  18th.  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  tlie  boroughs  through¬ 
out  the  State.  Each  borough  will  be 
asked  to  send  suggestions  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  be  represented  at  the  meet¬ 
ing.

bouse.  It  is  just  as  well  then  to  go  to 
tbe  top  and  oome  down  by  t|ie  other 
gtairway.j  .

The  Uoncord  grape  is  the  only  variety 
of  any  consequence  raised  in  this  region, 
and  some  idea  of  tbe  magnitude  of  tbe 
basinetm  carried  ou  may  be  bad  when  it 
is  known  that  the  shipments  for  one 
year  from  Chautauqua  comity  alone 
will  amount  to  8,600  carloads,  3,000 
baskets  of  10  pounds  each  in  each  oar. 
Theso  ure  taken  from  the  grower  by 
some  one  of  the  numerous  growers’  as¬ 
sociations,  whose  business  it  is  to  find  a 
market.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  it  is 
nevertheless  true  that  throe-fourths  of 
them  go  to  points  west  of  Chicago,  while 
the  other  one-fourth  travels  eastward. 

The  making  of  baskets  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  item.  Many  factories  are  employed. 
The  price  ranges  from  3  to  9%  cents  per 
basket.  Thus  the  grower  wbo  would  And 
bis  business  in  any  way  profitable  must, 
in  addition  to  tbe  oost  of  tbe  basket, 
realise  at  least  1  coot  per  pound  for  his 
grapes,  while  today  it  ia  a  common 
thing  to  find  a  ten  pound  basket  on  tbe 
retail  market  slow  sale  at  10  cents. 
Thus  we  find  that  the  utmost  care  must 
be  taken  in  the  managemeat  of  a  vine¬ 
yard  to  make  it  profitable. — Chantau- 
qnan.

By  far  the  mo^t  important  compensa¬ 
tion  for  all  effects  of  fatigue  ia  sleep, 
the  pro-  Everybody,  oven  thu  man  muntaUy  moot 
inert,  develops  when  awake  a  mass  of 
mental  effort  which  he  cannot  afford 
continuously  without  suffering,  We 
need,  therefore,  regularly  recurring  pe¬ 
riods  iu  which  the  consumption  of  men¬ 
tal  foroo  shull  bo  slower  than  thu  con¬ 
tinuous  replacement.  The  lower  the  de¬ 
gree  to  which  tho  activity  of  the  brain 
sinks  the  more  rapid  uud  marie  com¬ 
plete  the  recovery. 

The  mental  vigor  of  most  men  is  usu¬ 
ally  maintained  at  a  certain  height  for 
the  longest  time  iu  the  forenoon.  Evi¬ 
dence  of  fatigue  come  on  later  at  this 
time  of  day  than  in  the  evening,  when 
tbo  store  of  force  in  our  brain  lias  boon 
already  Considers bly  drawn  n|*oo  by  tho 
whole  dky’s  work.  If  no  recovery  by 
sleep  is  enjoyed  or  it  is  imperfect,  the 
consequences  will  invariably  make 
themselves  evident  the  next  day  in  a 
depression  of  mental  vigor,  as  well  as 
in  arise  iu  the  personal  susceptibility 
to  fatigue.  The  rapidity  with  Which  one 
of  tbe  persons  I  experimented  upon  could 
perform  his  tusk  in  addition  sank  about 
a  third  after  a  night’s  Journey  by  rail-, 
way  with  insufficient  sleep.  .Another 
experimenter  could  detect  tbe  effects  of 
keeping  himself  awake  at  night  in  a 
gradual  decrease  of  vigor  lasting  through 
four  days.  This  observation  was  all  the 
more  surprising  because  tbo  subject  was 
not  conscious  of  the  long  duration  of  the 
disturbance  and  was  first  made  fiv^rv  of 
it  incidentally  by  the  results  of  contin¬ 
ued  measurements  on  the  causes  of  the 
manifestations  of  fatigoe.
